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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
are not persuasive. Applicants state that the interconnects of Xue are made of a ceramic, and thus the teachings of Xue are not relevant to 
the present application would not be consulted by a person attempting to modify either WO '522 or Nazmy/DE '443. This argument is 
acknowledged; however, it is still believed that a skilled artisan would have the motivation to make the proposed modification and a 
reasonable expectation of success in doing so. The stated motivation for making the combination is found in Xue, which is "strong bonding 
[that] preserves the integrity and functionality of the SOFC stack against vibration and disturbance occurred during operation." Therefore, 
the artisan would be motivated to bond the electrode with an interconnect (compliant structure) of WO '522, Nazmy, or DE '443 in hopes of 
obtaining this advantage. Furthermore, there would be a reasonable expectation of success in doing so. Although Xue is primarily directed 
to ceramic interconnects, this would not dissuade a skilled artisan from attempting to bond non-ceramic components of other fuel cells with 
the bonding composition of Xue. The anodes of Xue, which are bonded to the interconnects via the inventive composition, also contain 
nickel metal as part of a nickel/zirconia cermet, which indicates to a skilled artiasn that the bonding composition is appropriate for bonding 
at least partially metallic materials. Additionally, the artisan may appropriately modify the composition of the bonding composition of Xue, 
so long as the resulting bond in the SOFC stack provides increased integrity and reduced vibration of the stack. Accordingly, for these 
reasons, the outstanding rejections are believed to be proper. 
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
